Whkreas, The Presidwt of tke United States,
ol the 8th day of DeeemW, 186 'J. aud on the Q6th
day of March, 1SG4, did, with the obj ct to sup-
press existing rebellion, and to induce all persons
to return to. their loyalty, and to restore the
authority of the United States, issue proclaim-tio- n

offering amnesty and pardon to certain per-
sons who had directly, or by implication, partici-
pated in sail rebellion; and

amnesty proclamation failed or neglected take
the benefits off-re- thereby ; and

WiirtRAS, Mhnr rersons who liave been" justly
deprivvd of all claim to amnesty and pardon there-
under, by reason of their participation, directly or
by implication, in said rebellion and continued
hostility to the gorernment of the United States,
since the date of said proclamation, now desire
to apply for and obtain amnesty and pardon; to the
end, therefore, that the authority of the Govern-
ment of the United States may be restored, and
that peace, order and freedom may be established,
I. Andrew Joiisox, President of the United
States, do hereby proclaim and declare: That I
hereby grant fc all persons who have directly or
indirectly participated in the existing rebellion,
except at hereinafter excepted, amnesty and par-
don, with the preservation all rights property
except as to slaves, and except in cises where
legal procee!iiiS uuder the laws of the United
States providing for the confiscation of property
of persons engaged in rebellion havebcen institu-

Terrible Explosion at TfloMle.
XEwOUAffsM.ij2Gth. 155.

One of the most terrific explosion th it has ever
occured in this country, was thj main ordnance
depot, with surrounding magazines, at Mobile, at
two o'clock yesterday.
